ANIMALS AGES 


Whales Live for 1,000 Years 
Undoubtedly the longest-lived ani- 
mal on earth is the whale, its span 
of existence being estimated by Cuv- 
fer at 1,000 years. The next largest 
animal the elephant, will, under fav- 

orable conditions, live 400 years, 
When Alexander the Great conquer- 
ed Porus, King of India, he took a 
great elephant that had fought gal- 
king;-wemed 
him Ajax.. dedicated him to the sun, 
and placed upon him a metal band 
with the inscription “Alexander, the 
son of Jupiter, dedicated Ajax to the

years; of squirrels, seven or eight 
years; of rabbits, seven; a bear rare- 
ly exceeds twenty years; a wolf twen- 
ty; a fox, fourteen to sixteen. Lions 
are comparatively long-lived, instances 
having been recorded where they 
reached thé age of seventy years. 

Pigs have been known to’ live to 
the age of twenty years and horses to 
sixty but the average age of the 
horse is twenty-five to thirty. Camels 
sometimes live to the age of a hun- 
dred, and stags are very long-lived, 
one having béen taken by Charles VI. 
in the Forest of Senlis which bore 
about its neck a collar on which was 
engraved, “Caesar hoc mihi donavit. 

Whether or not this stag had act- 
ually lived since the days of one of the 
Caesars it is impossible to say, but 
the evidence seems good. 

Eagles occasionally and ravens fre- 
quently reach the age of a hundred

live 300 years. A tortoise has been 
known to live 107 years. 

Efforts have been made to ccnnect 
the rapidity of the pulse-beat with 
longevity, but no logical conclusion 
can be reached as will be seen from 
the fact that the pulse of a lion beats 
forty times a minute; that of a tiger 
ninety-six times a minute; of a horse, 
forty times; of a wolf, forty-five 
times; of a fox, forty-three times; of 
a bear, thirty-three times; and of an 
eagle, 100 times. It has been im- 
possible to count the beats of an ele 
phant’s pulse, but that of a butterfly 
beats sixty times to the minute.

Human Hair-Nets 

The annual sale of nets of human 
hair, according to the report of the 
American Consyi at Kehl, is estimat- 
ed at 12,000 000. 

Hair-nete are made almost wholly 
in the houses of Alsatian and Aus- 
trian peasants; the peculiar skill re- 
quired to net hair has become in part 
hereditary. 

The children begin first to tle the 
hairs together, end to end, to make 
one long hair. Then with only a 
round plece of wood about 6in. long 
and 1-2 inch in diameter and a needle 
the older girls and women—and some- 
times the men—weave the nets. 
Each mesh is: knotted in much the 
same way that fish-nets or hammocks 
are made, Only tying a single hair 
is a more delicate and difficult task 
than tying a string. 

To make a dozen nets is a day's 
work of ten or twelve hours. 

Some of the farmers in Western 
Canada are complaining’ that not 
enough men are coming from the 
east to help them in harvesting their 
crops. They blame the . railways 
in part for this, on the ground that

MIGRATION OF BIRDS 


Some Fly Two Miles High, Faster 
Than an Express Train 

The problem of how small birds 
were uble to manage long flights ‘rom 
other countries exercised the, nunds 
of naturalists for centuries. The frst 
man to collect accurate infounstion 
on the subject was’ the, lace, Herr 
Gatke. Living on the little igland of 
Heligoland, in the direct rout 3-of1ni- 
gration, aad entirely devoted to his 
sntject, he was at.e to verify for Bim: 
self many facts which had until thea 
escaped notice. ig 

For instance, he-pointed out that 
birds on migration often flew. very 
high—probably as. much as 12,000 
feet (over two miles) above , the 

und. . That they do fly at a great 
height ,ha§-been corroborated: by as- 
tronomers, who have seen birds flying 
‘across the face of the moon at a 
height of not less than one, mile. 

Gatke’s ideaS. on speed ‘were ptob- 
ably exaggerated, but only by a theory 
of a tremendously swift flight at a 
high” altitude “co O° ~a cS UTES FOP 
the fact that certain birds Were neve 
or rarely seen in the couftries be 
tween their. Witter -and , Summer 
quarters. For instance, he pointed 
out that the blue throat, which win- 
ters in Africa and breeds in Scandi- 
navia, is but rarely met with in any 
of the countries on the line of route-— 
Italy, Greece and Southern’ Germany. 

When they arrived in Hellgoland 
they came in large flocks, and were 
tired and exhausted; also they always 
arrived at the same hour—somewhat 
late in the morning. He thought it 
probable that they left Africa at dusk 
the previous evening, and by flying at 
the rate of 180 miles an hour would 
+» hle to reach Heligoland in the one 
flight. 

wecween 1880 and 1887 the British 
Association granted some money to a 
special committee for the study of 
migration, and by means of schedules 
much information was collected about 
the birds that. are killed annually, at 
coast lights. Although many facts 
were thus obtained the observations in

Shearing Sheep With a Machine 

Shearing sheep with a machihe is 
practical ‘for ‘most. farmers, says the 
Svuthe .-Agriculturist. As with any 
other machine, a man should have 
some knack with machinery to do the 
best work. The greatest advantage 
in using this method of ‘shearing ts 
fat you get practically all the wool, 
During the World's Fair at St. Louis 
they had a contest between the old- 
fashiored method of shearing by hand 
and tie newer one of clipping the 
sheep with the machine. After the 
expert hand shearer had finished a 
sheep the machine would clip about 
thirteen ounces of wool. So-the sav- 
fng of wool would soon pay for the 
shearing machine, . 

‘A man with from 25 to 100 head of 
sheep should use the-hand machine, 
with larger flocks, the oower ma- 
ne ig more practical, ~~Tr*one’s 
neighbor, raise sheep, they ‘can 
install a power plant with a line shaft 
to’ run ’as’ many ‘thachines as they 
wish with a small gas.engine. When 
shearing time comes they can set a 
day, collect thelr flocks and help 
each other. I have such a plant in 
my barn with three machines run 
from a.line shaf: with a loose pulley, 
80 each machine can be operated or 
stopped independently, as the shear- 
er wishes, by shifting the belt. from 
the tight to the loose pully. We shear 
with this plant, running three: mas- 
chines, about 200 sheep in a day 
with the average farm hands. A 
quick, strong young man with practice 
sbould shear 100 or more, while the 
expert will turn off 200 with one ma- 
ohine, But the average farm hand, 
to do a nice job, will average about 
75 a cay. 

One of the greatest advantages in 
having a shearing plant with several 
machines is that you shear your 
whole. flock in a day, thus getting 
them back to grass with their lambs. 
If you are two or three days shearing 
there is considerable loss to'the lamb

Ugly Feet Cue to ,Bad Gcots 
Parents who desire to save their, 
children much suffering from malfor- 
mation of the feet in after years will 
do well to pay careful attention to 
the advice given by the London} 
County Council Medical Officer for) 
Education, He warns parents against 
allowing their children to wear heavy | 
rigid, improperly-shaped boots, and) 
points out that much of the footgear | 
worn by school children is made re- 
“gardilees of anatomical considerations | 
so that the foot is foroed to conform 
to the shape of the boot. 

Never mind about a boot being of a 
fashionable shape, and whenever pos- 
sible pay a good price for a pair. See 
that the leather is of that softness 
and pliancy which will conform to the 
shape of the foot; otherwise, if the 
foot of the child is forced into a, 
boot of unylelding leather, rendered | 
unbendable by nails and rivets used 
in the process of manufacture, it is 
cramped, and the end is deformity. 

The result of wearing badly-made 
‘and unsuitable boots is that the great | 
toes of many children, before the age 
of 14, are found to be forced outwards 
from the middle line, and the majority 
of them are flat-footed. Then, again, 
many “eople seem to think that it is 
necessary that a child's ankles should 
be supported by a stiffly-laced boot, 
which makes the ankle almost un- 
movable. This, of course, is quite 
wrong. The ankle, like the foot, 
should be free for any movement, 
otherwise a child is apt to get into 
the habit of shuffling along, or with 
an exaggerated movement of the knee- 
joint, lifting the foot off the ground 
and carrying it be iloke Without any 
flexion of the an 
ting into that flat-footed manner 
walking which is so ugly and prevents 
indulgence in healthful exercise.
